That means 
Aa it is fundamentally different from our patent which hi an explicit cSTf 
protecting the graphics source file which in the present IP-based economy is an 
important asset of the company requesting the translation be done. This is also in 
contiadiction with LAN's claim that their system is not an "object oriented 
application" such as Corel. 

• In effect the only differences between CorelDraw and this new app are 

o Different representations of layers ( we assume this) 

o Access of the storage (database for Lan„ file for Corel) is only remote 
over the network for Lan, is either local or remote (one can place files on a 
network and access them with Corel) for Corel
